Toronto.—Provision for sales of beer 
of 2.5 per cent. alcoholic content, or 
(4.4 proof spirits, in standard hotels, 
restaurants and grocery - stores, is 
made in amendments to the Ontario 
Temperance Act which were introduc- 
ed in the Ontario Legislature by Hon. 
W. F. Nickle, Attorney-General, and 
igiven first reading.

Will Lead World In Production of 
Minerals is Prediction : 

"It has been predicted,” sald. John 
Aird, president and. general manager 
of the Canadian Bank of Commerce, at 
the annual meeting recently, > “that 
Canada is likely to become tho lead- 
ing producer of minerals in the world. 
Already she ranks third in the pro- 
duction of gold, and she is the only 
country in which tha production—of 
that metal is steadily increasing. Ac- 
cording to a bulletin issued recently 
by the department of the interior, Can- 
ada contains 16 per cent. of the world’s 
known coal reserves, and has greater 
asbestos, nickel and. coball deposits 
than any other country. 

During 1923 new_records’were made 
for the output of coal, lead, zine and 
asbestos, and for the value of cobalt 
production. In 1924 there were 1,525,- 
000 fine ounces of gold produced, val- 
ued at-over 51 million dollars. 1t may 
not be generally known that Ontarlo 
Is” the greatest mineral-producing 
province in Canada. Her gold pro- 
duction last year was the greatest in 
her history and is estimated at 23 mil: 
lions of dollars. In the Hollinger 
mine, Ontario possesses the third 
greatest producer of-gold in the world. 
British Columbla also achieved in 1924 
new records for that province in the 
output of lead, zine, silver and copper.

No Dispute Between Canada and U.S. 
Regarding Territory 

The treaties between Canada and 
the United States reported to the 
United States senate ‘recently, are 
those signed on February 24, in Wash- 
ington, by Hon. Ernest Lapointe and 
Secretary of State Hughes. 

The one dealing with the demarka- 
tion of the boundaries realigns in Pas- 
samaquoddy. Bay, N.B., and also pro- 
vides for a “more ractical definition 
of the boundary line’ which runs 
through the Lake of the Woods to a 
point described as the northwest point 


1 O€£ that lake, 


It also provides for the relocation 
and repair of lost monuments which 
mark the boundary” line belween 
Western Canada and the United 
States. It provides that the weslern 
boundary shall consist of a’ series of 
right or straight lines adjoining ad- 
jJacent monuments as now established 
or re-established, 

No territory is actually in dispute, 
the Lake of the Woods adjustment be- | 
ing chiefly designed to give more prac. 
lical definition of the two small areas’ 
of United States waters in the Lake 
of the Woods, ‘which under the present 
demarkation is entirely surrounded by 
Canadian waters. 

The New Brunswick adjustment con- 
cerns “a small zone of waters of con- 
trovertible jurisdiction in Grand Man- 
an Channel.” 

The treaty also provides for inspec- 
tion from time to time of the boundary 
line between Canada and the United 
States,

The 
enthusiasm of the country people and 
the curiosity of the city folk soon 
waned. Before the week was over 
the cry of “Blessed is the King!” was 
changed to “Crucify Him!”
